23. (Original) The method of claim 22 wherein said user's identity is accessed by an 
( txeculable content acting on behalf of said destination service.

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25 . (Previously Presented) A system for controlling printing and display of ati image 
^ a distributed computing environment, comprising: 

a first computer; 

a second computer accessible jfrom said first computer and operable to provide a jRrst 
i xecu|able content to said first computer in response to a request from said first computer; 

said second computer further operable to dynamically generate and display a printable 
1 ersidn of data representing said image under the interactive control of said first computer via 
i aid f rst executable content, said represented image comprising at least in part a

an imaging store accessible from said second computer and operable to access and

37. (Original) The system of claim 33 further comprising means for displaying a

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38. (Previously Presented) In a distributed computing environment, a computer for

access said source service; 

interactively direct said source service to dynamically generate a printable version of

access a destination service; and
